23. (Currently amended) Protective garment comprising: 

an integrally formed garment body of a liquid impermeable material having an 
inner surface with a first portion and a second portion; 

an absorptive device associated with the first portion of the inner surface of the 
integrally formed garment body; and 

loose fibres directly affixed to at least a substantial part of the second portion of the 
inner surface of the s e cond portion of the integrally formed garment bod y and proximate to 
the absorptive device . 

24. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
the fibres are affixed to the inner surface of the integrally formed garment body except for 
a section of the garment body associated with the absorptive device and proximate to th e 
portion of th e garm e nt body a s sociat e d with th e absorptiv e d e vic e. 

25. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
said second portion is formed with multiple perforations to permit passage of perspiration 
therethrough. 

26. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 25, wherein 
said first portion is not substantially perforated, so as to prevent passage of body fluids 
therethrough. 

27. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
the integrally formed garment body has an outer surface, and 

fiirther comprising loose fibres directly affixed to at least a portion of the outer 
surface of the integrally formed garment body. 
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28. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
the liquid impermeable material is rubber. 

29. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
the fibres are cotton. 

30. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
the first portion extends beyond said absorptive device. 

3 1 . (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
the garment is a body-tight seamless garment. 

32. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 24, wherein 
the garment is a body-tight seamless garment. 

33. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
said garment is underpants. 

34. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 23, wherein 
said garment is brassiere. 

35. (Currently amended) A method of manufacture of a protective garment 
comprising the steps of: 

forming an garment body of a liquid impermeable material, the garment body 
having an inner surface with a first portion and a second portion; 

associating an absorptive device with the first portion of the inner surface of the 
int e grally form e d garment body; and 

affixing loose fibres directly to at least a substantial part of the second portion of 
the inner surface of the garment body and proximally to the absorptive device . 
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36. (Previously presented) A method of manufacture of a protective garment 
according to claim 35, wherein the associating of the absorptive device with the first 
portion includes contacting the absorptive device while the liquid impermeable material is 
drying. 

37. (Previously presented) A method of manufacture of a protective garment 
according to claim 35, wherein the fibres are cotton. 

38. (Previously presented) A method of manufacture of a protective garment 
according to claim 35, wherein the affixing of fibres includes spraying an adhesive to the 
part of the second portion and spraying fibres to the part of the second portion. 

39. (Currently amended) A method of manufacture of a protective garment 
according to claim 35, wherein the affixing of fibres comprises affixed fibres to the inner 
surface of the garment body except for a section of the garment body associated with the 
absorptive device and proximat e to th e portion of th e garm e nt body associat e d with the 
absorptiv e d e vic e. 

40. (Currently amended) A method of manufacture of a protective garment 
according to claim 35, wherein the garment body has an outer surface, and 

further comprising affixing fibres directly to a part of the outer surface of the garment 
body. 

41 . (Currently amended) A protective dressing comprising: 

an integrally formed dressing body of an elastic liquid impermeable material 
having an inner surface with a first portion and a second portion; 

an absorptive device associated with the first portion of the inner surface of the 
integrally formed dressing body; and 

loose fibres directly affixed to at least a substantial part of the second portion of the 
inner surface of th e s e cond portion of the integrally formed dressing bod y and proximate to 
the absorptive device . 
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42. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 41, wherein 
the fibres are affixed to the inner surface of the integrally formed dressing body except for 
a section of the dressing body associated with the absorptive device and proximat e to th e 
portion of th e dr e ssing body associat e d with th e absorptiv e d e vic e. 

43. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 41, wherein 
said second portion is formed with multiple perforations to permit passage of perspiration 
therethrough. 

44. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 43, wherein 
said first portion is not substantially perforated, so as to prevent passage of body fluids 
therethrough. 

45. (Currently amended) A protective dressing according to claim 41, wherein 
the integrally formed dressing body has an outer surface, and 

further comprising fibres directly affixed to at least a portion of the outer surface of 
the integrally formed dressing body. 

46. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 41, wherein 
the liquid impermeable material is rubber. 

47. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 41 , wherein 
the fibres are cotton. 

48. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 41, wherein 
the first portion extends beyond said absorptive device. 

49. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 41, wherein 
the dressing is a body-tight seamless dressing. 

50. (Previously presented) A protective dressing according to claim 42, wherein 
the dressing is a body-tight seamless dressing. 
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5 1 . (Currently amended) A method of manufacture of a protective dressing 
comprising the steps of: 

forming an integral dressing body of a liquid impermeable material, the integral 
dressing body having an inner surface with a first portion and a second portion; 

an absorptive device associated with the first portion of the inner surface of the 
integrally formed dressing body; and 

affixing loose fibres directly to at least a substantial part of the second portion and 
proximally to the absorptive device . 

52. (Previously presented) A method of manufacture of a protective dressing 
according to claim 51, wherein the associating of the absorptive device with the first 
portion includes contacting the absorptive device while the liquid impermeable material is 
drying. 

53. (Previously presented) A method of manufacture of a protective dressing 
according to claim 51, wherein the fibres are cotton. 

54. (Previously presented) A method of manufacture of a protective dressing 
according to claim 51, wherein the affixing of fibres includes spraying an adhesive to the 
part of the second portion and spraying fibres to the part of the second portion. 

55. (Currently amended) A method of manufacture of a protective dressing 
according to claim 51, wherein the affixing of fibres comprises affixed fibres to the inner 
surface of the dressing body except for a section of the dressing body associated with the 
absorptive device and proximat e to the portion of th e dr e ssing body associat e d with th e 
absorptive d e vice . 

56. (Currently amended) A method of manufacture of a protective dressing 
according to claim 51, wherein the dressing body has an outer surface, and 

further comprising affixing fibres directly to a part of the outer surface of the 
dressing body. 
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57. (Currently amended) Protective garment comprising: 

an integrally formed garment body of a liquid impermeable material having an 
inner surface, the body formed with multiple perforations to permit perspiration 
therethrough; and 

loose fibres directly affixed to at least a substantial portion of the inner surface of 
the integrally formed garment body. 

58. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 57 wherein 
the inner surface has a first portion and a second portion. 

59. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 57, fiirther 
comprising an absorptive device associated with the first portion of the inner surface of the 
integrally formed garment body. 

60. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 59, wherein 
the fibres that are affixed to the second portion of the inner surface of the integrally formed 
garment body e xcept for a s e ction of th e garm e nt body associat e d with th e absorptiv e 
d e vic e and are proximate to the portion of the garment body associated with the absorptive 
device. 

61 . (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 6059 
wherein said first portion is not substantially perforated, so as to prevent passage of body 
fluids therethrough. 

62. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 57, wherein 
the integrally formed garment body has an outer surface, and 

fiirther comprising fibres directly affixed to at least a portion of the outer surface of 
the integrally formed garment body. 

63. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 57, wherein 
the liquid impermeable material is rubber. 
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64. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 57, wherein 
the fibres are cotton. 

65. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 59, wherein 
the first portion extends beyond said absorptive device. 

66. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 57, wherein 
the garment is a body-tight seamless garment. 

67. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 59, wherein 
the garment is a body-tight seamless garment. 

68. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 57, wherein 
said garment is underpants. 

69. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 57, wherein 
said garment is brassiere. 

70. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 57, wherein 
the garment is a dressing. 
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
